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PREFATORY NOTE. 


THE present volume is in the main a compilation based 
upon “Presbyterian Forms of Service,” issued by the 
Devotional Service Association in connection with the 
United Presbyterian Church in 1891 (Revised Edition, 
1899), and “A New Directory for the Public Worship 
of God,” issued by the Public Worship Association in 
connection with the Free Church of Scotland in 1808. 

These volumes, as their respective titles suggest, 
represented somewhat different aims, the former pro- 
viding complete Devotional Services, which the Minister 
might use as a basis on which to model his own; 
while the purpose of the latter was rather to furnish 
material and direction. ‘The attempt is here made to 
combine these methods of devotional aid, in the belief 
that the assistance desired will be thus most acceptably 
and effectively supplied. 
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The main variation in the practice of our churches is in the place 
given to the Prayer of Thanksgiving.

We 
have failed to think of Thee as the Almighty God, 
as the holy and righteous Judge, and as the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. We have often 
spoken lightly of divine things, of things pure, 
lovely, and of good report. 


We have restrained prayer before Thee ; and when we 
do pray, our thoughts often wander, and we ask as 
those who do not expect an answer,

worldly thoughts; not hungering after righteous- 
ness, not caring to become humbler and meeker, 
not desiring to lead a better life. 


(3) Sins in our Daily Life. 

O God, whose eyes are in every place, beholding the 
evil and the good, we acknowledge all the sinful 
past of our lives. We mourn over the sins and 
faults of youth, which have brought upon us many 
sorrows. We have not done justly, nor loved 
mercy, nor walked humbly with our God, Thy 
goodness has not led us to repentance. 


We confess that we have been distracted with anxiety 
about the future, forgetting Thy loving protection. 
We use our possessions as if Thou hadst not appointed 
us to be Thy stewards, 
Cc 
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We spend freely on ourselves, and give grudgingly to 
the work of Thy Kingdom. 


We lament before Thee our forgotten vows, our ne- 
glected opportunities, our want of diligence in Thy 
service, the good purposes which we have allowed 
to grow weak, the holy resolutions which we have 
not kept. We are ashamed of the excuses we have 
framed to hide from ourselves our unfaithful lives. 


We mourn that we have called evil good, and good evil. 
We have kept silence when we should have de- 
fended the right, or withstood the wrong. 


II. AGAINST OUR FELLOW-MEN. 
(i) Our Selfishness. 


O Lord, who alone art faithful and true, we confess our 
unfaithfulness and self-seeking. 

Amid the wrongs and sorrows of life we have sought 
only our own comfort. 

We have had an undue regard to our own interests. 

We mourn over our lack of brotherhood, our indifference 
to the needy, and our neglect of the service of 
humanity. 


(2) Our Want of Charity. 


O God, who sufferest long and art kind, we lament that 
we are so ready to believe evil of our fellow-men, 
and so slow to believe good,

our neighbour; rejoiced in his loss or failure ; 
suspected evil of those who were good ; refused to 
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hide the shame of a brother; neglected to defend 
the innocent. 

Forgive our hardness of heart toward one another ; our 
shutting up our compassion for the needy; our 
uncharitable judgments; our want of forbearance 
with the ignorant, the slow, the wilful. 


(3) Our Impatience under Wrong. 


O Lord, have mercy upon us, for our fretfulness under 
wrong ; for the vindictive feelings which we have 
cherished ; for our intolerance, feelings, and resent- 
fulness. 

Forgive the words of unrighteous anger and bitterness 
that have escaped our lips, and the strifes which we 
have inflamed and aided. 

We mourn over our desire of revenge, and our unwilling- 
ness to be reconciled to those who have wronged 
us, or whom we have wronged. 


III. Acatnst DiviNE GRACE.

their words of entreaty : 

that we have grieved Thy Spirit by our coldness, by our 
unwillingness to repent and believe in Thy Son, 
by our wilful opposition to Thy truth: 

that we have not walked in Thy Spirit, but have often 
trusted to our own wisdom: that we have been 
guided by worldly expediency and the counsels of 
the flesh : and that we have indulged the appetites 
of the body in opposition to holy impulse. 


(3) Sins against the Ordinances of Grace. 


O God, who hast given us Thy Word to be a lamp | 
unto our feet and a light unto our path, we con- 
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fess with shame that we have often neglected the 
counsels of Thy Word. Our hearts have not been 
directed to keep Thy statutes. The good seed has 
fallen by the way-side, or on the stony ground, or 
among the thorns. 


O Lord, who hast in Thy great mercy given us a weekly 
Day of holy rest, we mourn that we have often 
misused it: we have not made it a time of fellow- 
ship with Thee; a day for thought and devotion ;

We come without 
expecting new grace from Thee, and we depart 
without regret that we have not received it.

May the whole company of the faithful be steadfast 
in the faith, abounding in hope, of one heart and 
one mind, and filled with joy and with the Holy 
Ghost. f 

O Lord, save Thy people, and bless Thine inheritance ; 
feed them also, and lift them up for ever. 


(4) May Thy Saints be confirmed, comforted, encouraged. 


O blessed Lord, the Rock upon whom Thy Church is 
built, be Thou alone our refuge and strength, that 
even when our hearts are in heaviness we may not 
be moved. 

Comfort and encourage us by the expectation of those 
glories which Thou hast laid up for them that love 
the appearing of our Lord. 

Sustain and strengthen us here amid all difficulty and 
disquiet, and bring us at last to Thine eternal 
Kingdom, where no enemy shall assault or disturb 
our peace. 

Grant that we may all live before Thee in righteousness, 
waiting for the great day of our Lord’s appearing, 
that we may not be ashamed before Him at His 
coming. 

Help us to live as they who look for the advent of Him 
whose coming, like the morning, shall bring glad- 
ness and healing to all nations, that at last we may

Let the mind be in us which was also in Christ Jesus, 
that we may divest ourselves of all self-will, and 
in all we think and do and suffer, may desire 
nothing but faithfulness to Thy service and near- 
ness to Thy love.

Blessed be the Lord, who turneth not away our prayer, 
nor His mercies from us, 


(2) Pardon our daily Failings. 


Pardon, O Lord, we beseech Thee, our manifold and 
great sins, our foolish and rash words, the vanity 
and worldliness of our thoughts, our unjust and 
uncharitable actions, and whatsoever we have done 
against Thee this day. 

For proud thoughts and idle words and unloving deeds ; 
for wasted moments and reluctant duties, and too 
eager rest ; for the vain fancy, the wandering desire, 
the scornful doubt, the untrustful care; for 
impatient murmurs and unruly passions, and the 
hardness of a worldly heart, grant us Thy pardon, 
ord: 

For all wrong hopes held fast, all unworthy ambitions 
cherished ; for all hardening of our hearts in too 
eager desire and pursuit of worldly things; for all 
neglect or abuse of the trust committed to us by 
Thee, we entreat Thy pardon, Lord.

Their stay on earth. Be Thou their Rest in heaven.” 


(5) The Aged and Infirm. 


O Eternal God, to whom the years bring no change, 
pity those whose strength is failing. Be Thou 
their refuge and their support. May they walk 
leaning on Thine arm, and fearing no evil. 

When the way seems dark, may they see beyond to 
the glorious light of Thy presence. Grant that the 
closing years of their pilgrimage may be spent in 
peace and in the joy of Thy fellowship. 


V. PusiLic AND SociAL LIFE, 


O God, who canst bring forth spiritual blessings out of 
all our conditions, teach us both how to abound 
and how to be in want. Take from us both the 
love of money and the fear of poverty. Save us 
alike from courting the rich and despising the 
poor, Give us grace to use all wealth and every 
talent as Thy stewards; as. those who must render 
account to Thee.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE 
SACRAMENTS. 





BAPTISM. 


THE Sacrament of Baptism is ordinarily to be 
administered in church and in presence of the 
Congregation. ‘Nor is it to be administered in private 
places or privately but in the place of public worship, 
and in face of the Congregation, where the people 
may most conveniently see and hear” (Westminster 
Directory for Public Worship).. The right use of the 
ordinance is in no small degree dependent on the 
observance of this wholesome rule. Yet there are 
cases in which it may be expedient that the administra- 
tion should be in private, of which the Minister and 
the Kirk-Session are to judge. 

It is proper that a register be kept of those who are 
admitted to the Church by Baptism, each entry being 
attested by the officiating Minister. 


A. BAPTISM OF INFANTS. 


Sermon being ended the Minister shall say :— 
The Sacrament of Baptism will now be administered. 


A suitable Psalm, Hymn, or Anthem shall be sung. 


The Minister shall say :-— 

Hear the words of the institution ef this Sacrament 
as they were spoken by our Lord and Saviour. 

All power is given unto Me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore, and make disciples of all nations, 
baptising them into the Name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have commanded you: and lo, 
I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.— 
Matt. xxviii, 18-20. 


Or, a selection may be made from the following 
Passages -— 

Hear, O Israel: the Lord our God is one Lord: And 
thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy might. And 
these words which I command thee this day shall be in 
thine heart: and thou shalt teach them diligently unto 
thy children, and shalt talk of them when thou sittest 
in thine house, and when thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when thou risest up. And 
thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thine hand, and 


they shall be as frontlets between thine eyes. And thou 
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shalt write them upon the posts of+ thine house, and 
on thy gates.—Deut. vi. 4-9. 

Then will I sprinkle clean water upon you, and ye 
shall be clean: from all your filthiness and from all 
your idols will cleanse you. A new heart also will I give 
you, and a new spirit will I put within you: and I will 
take away the stony heart out of your flesh, and I will 
give you an heart of flesh. And I will put My Spirit 
within you, and cause you to walk in My statutes, and 
ye shall keep My judgments and do them.—Ezek. 
XXXVI. 25-27. 

Know ye not that so many of us as were baptised 
into Jesus Christ were baptised into His death? There- 
fore we are buried with Him by baptism into death: 
that like as Christ was raised up from the dead by the 
glory of the Father, even so we also should walk in 
newness of life-—Rom. vi. 3, 4. 

(See also 1 Sam. 1. 27, 28; Ps. cit, 17, 183. Matt. 
xviii. 1-4, 10-14; Eph. vi. 4; Col. i. 11, 12, iii. 21.) 

Thereupon the Minister ts to address to the Congrega- 
tion words of instruction and admonition touching the 
nature, use, and ends of the ordinance, such as the 
following :—* 


ADDRESS. 

The Sacrament of Baptism was instituted by the 
Lord Jesus Christ, when He commanded His Apostles, 
saying, Go ye into all the world and make disciples 
of all nations, baptising them into the Name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

This ordinance is the sign and seal of the grace of 
God which bringeth salvation. It proclaims the neces-

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sity of spiritual cleansing ; it symbolises the washing of 
regeneration, the renewal of the Holy Ghost, which is 
shed on us abundantly through Jesus Christ, our Lord ; 
and it declares the recipient’s personal interest in the 
benefits of the new covenant. 

The children of believers have a covenant right to 
the inestimable privileges of this holy Sacrament. Of 
such, our Lord Himself has said, is the kingdom of 
heaven; and His Apostles testify that the promise is 
not only unto the faithful but unto their children, and 
that the children of believers are holy unto the Lord. 

In administering this ordinance the Church covenants 
to take spiritual oversight of the children as belonging to 
Christ’s flock, to exercise over them a godly discipline, 


‘and to foster their growth in gracé and in Christian 


knowledge. But while owning these responsibilities, the 
Church, acting by the authority of her Lord, requires of 
the parents that they pledge themselves in solemn vows. 


Flere the Parents shall stand, and the Minister, address- 
ing them, shall say -— 

In presenting your child for Baptism do you profess 
your faith in God the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost; and do you promise, in reliance on Him who 
in instituting this ordinance hath said, Lo, I am with 
you alway, to bring zm up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord ? 


The Parents having signified their assent, the Minister 
shall offer Prayer for the conjoining of the divine grace 
with the observance of the ordinance, as follows -—* 


O Lord, the God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of Jacob,

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the God of our fathers, we lift up our hearts unto Thee 
in thankful remembrance of all Thy lovingkindness 
toward us in Jesus Christ our Lord. Especially at this 
time we give thee thanks for the Sacrament of Baptism 
which Thou hast ordained for a sign and seal of the 
covenant of grace. Fulfil its holy promise now, we 
beseech Thee, as we administer the same at Thy 
command. And while we baptise outwardly and with 
water, do Thou, of Thy great mercy, follow the ordi. 
nance with the thing signified, baptising inwardly and 
with the Holy Ghost, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 


The Congregation shall now stand, and the Minister 
shall sprinkle or pour water upon the face of the Child, 
naming him, and saying :— 


A. B., I baptise thee into the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost ; 

The Lord bless thee and keep thee. 

The Lord make His face to shine upon thee and 
be gracious unto thee. 

The Lord lift up His countenance upon thee, and 
give thee peace. 


Thereupon the Congregation may sing the same words 
of blessing (E1ymn 649). 

Then, addressing the Congregation the Minister shall 
Say :— 


This Child is now received into the fold of the visible 
Church, and is commended to your love and care as a 
Christian congregation. | Whosoever, saith the Lord 
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Jesus, receiveth one such little child in My name, 
receiveth Me. 


Finally the Minister ts to give thanks and pray, 
entreating God on behalf of the Child that he may never 
fall from the grace of his Baptism, and commending the 
parents and their household to His favour and holy 
keeping in the following or like words :—* 


Almighty and Everlasting God, we give Thee thanks 
that, of Thine unchanging goodness, Thou hast not only 
numbered us among Thy chosen, but hast been pleased 
to bestow upon our children this token and seal of Thy 
favour in Christ Jesus our Lord. Hear us as we 
entreat Thee that this Child, who has now been acknow- 
ledged as a member of Thy household, may be truly an 
heir according to the hope of eternal life. Graciously 
sanctify 47m unto Thyself. Take Azm, we beseech Thee, 
into Thy fatherly tuition and defence. From Ais earliest 
days may 4e walk before Thee unto all pleasing. May 
he grow in wisdom as in stature, and in favour with God 
and man. Make /zm to be profitable unto Thee in Ais 
day and generation. And being kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation, may 4e at last be 
presented faultless before the presence of Thy glory with 
exceeding joy. 

We beseech Thee, O Lord, to bless Thy servants who 
-have now dedicated their child to Thee. We thank 
Thee for Thy great goodness to Thine handmaid whom 
Thou hast delivered in the time of her pain and peril. 
May the parents take this child and train Am up for 
Thee. Enable them to instruct Az in the doctrine

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that is according to godliness, and by a holy example 
to guide “zs steps in the way of truth and righteousness. 
Make the spirit of love and peace to rest upon their 
house at all times. May they dwell together as heirs of 
the grace of life; and, at last, may they and their 
children be numbered with Thy saints in glory ever- 
lasting. 

Sanctify to all of us the administration of this holy 
ordinance. We give Thee thanks that we also in our 
infancy were brought to Thine altar; and we bless Thee 
for the privileges and benefits of a godly upbringing. 
Have mercy upon us, we pray Thee, in that we have 
fallen short of the grace of baptism, and have ofttimes 
walked contrary to the covenant thereby sealed betwixt 
God and our souls. Grant us a true repentance. Do 
Thou cleanse us from all unrighteousness. And enable 
us henceforth to serve Thee with a perfect heart, and 
to walk with Thee in newness of life, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

The very God of peace sanctify us wholly, and we 
pray God our whole spirit and soul and body be pre- 
served blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, and to the 
Holy Ghost, as it was in the beginning, is now, and 
ever shall be, world without end. Amen, 


A suitable Psalm or Hymn shall then be sung, after 
which shall follow the Benediction :— 


The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of 
God, and the communion of the Holy Ghost, be with 
you all. Amen. 
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APPENDIX. 


Instead of such an Address as ts suggested above, the 
Jollowing historic Exhortation may profitably be em- 
ployed :— 


This Baptism with water doth signify and set forth 
unto us the virtue of Christ’s blood and righteousness 
for cleansing our souls from the guilt and deadly poison 
of sin, that being born again of the Spirit we may walk 
in newness of life, of which grace Baptism is the 
covenant sign and seal. 

Moreover, ye that be fathers and mothers may take 
from hence most singular comfort in seeing your 
children thus received into the bosom of Christ’s 
Church: and by this also ye are daily admonished 
that ye bring up in piety and virtue these children of 
God’s favour and mercy, over whom His fatherly provi- 
dence watcheth continually. 

Wherein if ye be negligent, ye shall not only do 
injury to your. children, hiding from them the good- 
pleasure of Almighty God, their Father, but ye shall 
bring judgment upon yourselves, in suffering His 
children, bought with the blood of His dear Son, so 
traitorously, for lack of knowledge, to turn back from 
Him. 

It much profiteth oft to be present at the adminis- 
tration of Baptism, that we being put in mind of the 
league and covenant betwixt God and us—that He will 
' be our God and we His people, He our Father and we 
His children—may have occasion to try our past lives 
as well as our present conduct, and to examine our- 
selves whether we stand fast in the faith of God’s elect, 
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or contrariwise have strayed from Him through unbelief 
and ungodly living; whereof if our consciences do 
accuse us, yet by hearing the loving promises of our 
Heavenly Father (who calleth all men to mercy by 
repentance) we may from henceforth walk more warily 
in our vocation. (Adapted jrom the Book of Common 
Order.) 


NOTrE. 


In order to intelligent and fruitful participation in the 
Ordinance, however, occasional, if not frequent, variety 
is desirable here; and suitable topics are very numerous. 
For example, the various significance of Baptism and 
the children’s “ interest in the covenant and right to the 
seal of it” (Westminster Directory); the Three-fold 
Name and the heritage of the baptised; the symbolism 
of the rite; its special value for Christian parents to 
whom it is a seal of the promise which is “unto them 
and unto their children” and a call to dedicate them 
to the Lord; the manifold suggestion it carries with 
regard to the consecration of family life and the ties of 
kinship: its message of grace to the young; the 
admonition it brings to all who are present ‘to look 
back to their baptism, to repent of their sins against 
their covenant with God, to stir up their faith, to 
improve and make right use of their baptism and of the 
covenant sealed thereby betwixt their souls and God.” 

The Scriptures noted above will be found suggestive 
of these and other topics. 


B. BAPTISM OF ADULTS. 


The Minister shall begin the Service by reading one or 
more of these Scriptures :-— 


Then will I sprinkle clean water upon you, and ye 
shall be clean: from all your filthiness and from all 
your idols will I cleanse you. A new heart also will I 
give you, and a new spirit will I put within you; and I 
will take away the stony heart out of your flesh, and 
I will give you an heart of flesh.

And ye shall be My people, and I will be your God.

and in earth: go ye therefore, and make disciples of all 
nations, baptising them into the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost ; teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I commanded you:

world. Thus was this holy ordinance instituted ; and 
thus did our Lord make provision whereby we might 
enter into covenant and communion with God the 
Father who created and has adopted us; with God the 
Son who has redeemed us by His blood; and with 
God the Holy Ghost who sanctifies and is to us the 
earnest of eternal life. 

The needful but much neglected duty of improving 
our baptism is to be performed by us all our life long, 
especially in the time of temptation, and when we are 
present at the administration of it to others; by serious 
and thankful consideration of the nature of it, and of 
the ends for which Christ instituted it, the privileges 
and benefits conferred and sealed thereby, and our 
solemn vow made therein; by being humbled for our 
sinful defilement, our falling short of, and walking 
contrary to, the grace of baptism, and our engagement ; 
by growing up to assurance of pardon of sin, and of all 
other blessings sealed to us in that sacrament; by 
drawing strength from the death and resurrection of 
Christ, into whom we are baptised, for the mortifying 
of sin and quickening of grace; and by endeavouring 
to live by faith, to have our conversation in holiness 
and righteousness, as those that have therein given up 
their names to Christ, and to walk in brotherly love, as 
being baptised by the same Spirit into one body.* 


* See Larger Catechism, Q. 167. 
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And addressing the Catechumen he shall say :-— 


In presenting yourself for baptism, my drother, you 
confess your faith in God the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit ; you publicly pledge yourself to His service ; 
and you solemnly declare that you desire to die unto 
sin and to live unto righteousness, walking in newness 
of life. 

And while you thus dedicate yourself to the Lord, 
He conveys to you by means of this ordinance the 
gladdening assurance that the blessings which the water 
of baptism represents are freely given to you. He 
invites you to rejoice in the assurance that the blood 
of Jesus Christ His Son cleanseth you from all sin, 
and that the Spirit of holiness is imparted to you, to 
renew you in the inner man, to fit you for the work 
and warfare to which you are called, and to make you 
meet to be a partaker of the inheritance of the saints in 
light. 


The Minister shall then put to him the following 
guestions, or at least Nos. 4, 5, and 6, which in ordinary 
circumstances may be sufficient :-— 


1. Do you accept the Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments as the Word of God and the supreme rule 
of faith and practice? 

2. Do you believe in one God—the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost ? 

3. Do you acknowledge yourself to be a sinner, and 
therefore in need of salvation, and do you believe that 
you can be saved only by the grace of God, the redeem- 
ing work of Christ, and the regenerating and sanctifying 
power of the Holy Ghost ? 
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4. Do you believe in Jesus Christ as the only 
Redeemer of men? Do you accept and trust Him as 
your Saviour, own Him as your Lord, and engage, in 
dependence on the promised help of His Spirit, to obey 
His commands and follow His example ? 

5. Do you accept the views of truth and duty held by 
this Church, and the principles on which its constitution 
and order are founded ? 

6. Do you promise to submit to the Session of this 
Congregation, and to the higher Courts of this Church, 
as being over you in the Lord, to observe the ordinances 
of God, to contribute according to your ability towards 
the support of the Gospel and its extension both: at 
home and abroad; and will you study to promote the 
welfare of this Congregation, and seek by a holy life to 
adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour ? 


The Catechumen having made solemn profession of his 
faith, the Minister shall offer prayer :-— 


Almighty God, the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who hast called us to be partakers of Thy great mercy 
in the fellowship of the faith, and hast appointed this 
ordinance of baptism to be a precious means of grace 
to Thy believing people, graciously vouchsafe to bless 
this ordinance to 47m who is about to be baptised. 
Be pleased, we beseech Thee, to join the inward baptism 
of the Spirit with the outward baptism of water. Make 
this baptism unto zm a seal of adoption, remission of 
sin, regeneration and eternal life. And grant, most 
‘merciful Father, that being conformed to Thy Son in 
His death and resurrection, Ze may walk before Thee 
in newness of life, all Azs days, through Jesus Christ 
-our Lord, Amen. 
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Then sprinkling water upon the head of the Catechumen 
(devoutly kneeling), he shall say :-— 


A. &.,1 baptise thee into the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

The very God of peace sanctify thee wholly; and 
I pray God thy whole spirit, soul, and body be pre- 
served blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


Turning to the Congregation he shall say :-— 


Our d7other is now received into the fellowship of the 
Church of our Lord Jesus Christ. Wherefore receive 
ye one another as Christ also received us, to the glory 
of God. 

The Congregation shall make response in the words— 


The Lord bless thee and keep thee: 

The Lord make His face to shine upon thee and 
be gracious unto thee: 

The Lord lift up His countenance upon thee, and 
give thee peace. 


Prayer shall be offered as follows :— 


Almighty and ever-blessed God, who in Thy great 
goodness hast given us a place within Thy Church 
and marked us with the seal of Thy love in baptism, 
do Thou mercifully hear us as we pray on behalf of 
fim who has now solemnly dedicated AzmseZf unto Thee 
in this holy ordinance. Do Thou who givest power 
unto the faint enable Am daily to perform i's vows. 
May Thy fatherly love shine upon Azs earthly path; 
may the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ abound towards 
fim, that he, always having all sufficiency in all things 
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may abound unto every good work: and may the Spirit 
of glory and of God rest upon 7m, to guide and comfort 
and sanctify. Let Am never grow weary in well-doing, 
but fight the good fight, and lay hold of eternal life. 
And having served /zs generation faithfully by the will 
of God, may he in Thy great mercy have an entrance 
ministered to him abundantly into Thy heavenly King- 
dom, through Jesus Christ our Lord; to whom, with 
Thee the Father and the Holy Ghost, be honour and 
glory everlasting. Amen. 


Thereafter the Minister and Elders shall give the right 
hand of fellowship to the newly admitted Member. Which 
being done, the Minister addressing him shall say :— 


Beloved, hear now the word of the Lord touching the 
privileges and duties of this estate into which you have 
been admitted : 

In Christ Jesus, ye who sometime were far off, are 
made nigh by the blood of Christ. 

Know ye not that ye are the temple of God, and that 
the Spirit of God dwelleth in you? 

Ye are not your own; for ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s. 

For none of us liveth to himself, and no man dieth 
to himself. For whether we live, we live unto the 
Lord; and whether we die, we die unto the Lord: 
whether we live therefore, or die, we are the Lord’s. 

Wherefore gird up the loins of your mind, be sober, 
and hope to the end for the grace that is to be brought 
unto you at the revelation of Jesus Christ; as obedient 
children, not fashioning yourselves according to the 
former lusts in your ignorance; but as He which hath 
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called you is holy, so be ye holy in all manner of 
conversation ; because it is written, Be ye holy: for 
I am holy. 

Now may our God count you worthy of His calling, 
and fulfil in you all the good pleasure of His goodness, 
and the work of faith with power, that the Name of our 
Lord Jesus may be glorified in you, and ye in Him, 
according to the grace of our God and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


And to the Congregation he shall say :-— 


Be kindly affectioned one to another with brotherly 
love, in honour preferring one another. 

Bear ye one another’s burdens, and so fulfil the law 
of Christ. 

For we, being many, are one body in Christ, and 
every one members one of another. 


A suitable Psalm or Hymn shall then be sung, after 
which shall follow the Benediction :— 


The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of 
God, and the communion of the Holy Ghost, be with 
you all. Amen, 
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THE LORD’S SUPPER. 


Tue Westminster Directory of Public Worship recom- 
mends that on the Lord’s Day, before that on which 
the Communion is to be administered, “something 
concerning the ordinance and the preparation thereunto, 
and the participation thereof, should be taught; that 
by the diligent use of all means, public and private, 
all may come better prepared to this heavenly feast.” 

One or more preparatory services should be held 
toward the end of the week, and at one of these (or 
on the Sabbath preceding) the Young Communicants 
should be received and welcomed to the fellowship of 
the Church by the Kirk-Session. 

It is of great importance that the whole service on , 
a Communion Sabbath should be a unity; that the| 
discourse, the exhortations, the Scripture lessons, the | 
prayers and praise should lead up to the act of com- 
munion. It is important also that the dispensation of 
the Sacrament should follow closely upon the preaching 
of the Word, as its most sacred seal. 

In those churches which make the observance of 
the Sacrament a service by itself, the whole of the 
Morning Service, with its Action Sermon, should be 
arranged as an introduction to the Communion Service 
which is to follow.

The first part of the service being ended, the Minister, 
still remaining in the pulpit, shall read the Words of 
Institution from 1 Cor. xi. 23-29 as follows :-— 


The Lord Jesus, the same night in which He was 
betrayed, took bread, and when He had given thanks, 
He brake it and said, Take, eat, this is My body which 
is broken for you: this do in remembrance of Me. 
After the same manner also He took the cup when He 
had supped, saying, This cup is the new covenant in 
My blood: this do, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of Me. For as often as ye eat this bread, and drink 
this cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death till He come. 
Wherefore, whosoever shall eat this bread and drink 
this cup of the Lord unworthily shall be guilty of the 
body and the blood of the Lord. But let a man 
examine himself, and so let him eat of that bread and 
drink of that cup. For He that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh judgment to himself, 
not discerning the Lord’s body. 


Thereafter he shall address to the Congregation words 
of exhortation, warning, and invitation as follows :— * 


Dearly beloved in the Lord, forasmuch as we be 
now assembled to celebrate the Holy Communion 
of the body and blood of our Saviour Christ, let us 
consider these words of St Paul how he exhorteth all 
persons diligently to examine themselves before they 
presume to eat of that bread and drink of that cup. 
For as the benefit is great, if with a truly penitent 
heart and a living faith we receive that holy Sacrament,

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so is the danger great if we receive the same unworthily, 
for then we be guilty of the body and blood of Christ 
our Saviour, we eat and drink our own judgment, not 
discerning the Lord’s body. 

And therefore, in the name and authority of the 
eternal God and His Son Jesus Christ, I warn from 
this Table all such as live a life directly fighting against 
the will of God, charging them, as they will answer in 
the presence of Him who is the righteous Judge, that 
they presume not to profane this most Holy Table. 
And yet this I pronounce not to exclude any penitent, 
person, how grievous soever his sins have been, so that | 
he feel in his heart unfeigned repentance for the same ;| 
but only such as continue in sin without repentance. 
Neither is this pronounced against such as aspire 
to a greater perfection than they can in this present 
life attain unto; for albeit we feel in ourselves much 
frailty and wretchedness, as that we have ur_fai 
so perfect and constant as we ought, being many times’ 
ready to distrust God’s goodness through our corrupt 
natures ; and also that we are not so thoroughly given 
to serve God, neither have so fervent a zeal to set forth 
His glory as our duty requireth, feeling still such rebellion 
in ourselves that we have need daily to fight against the 
lusts of our flesh; yet, nevertheless, seeing that the 
Lord hath dealt thus mercifully with us that he hath 
printed His Gospel in our hearts, so that we are 
preserved from falling into despair and unbelief; and 
seeing also He hath endued us with a will and desire 
to renounce and withstand our own affections, and with 
a longing for His righteousness and the keeping of His 
commandments, we may now be right well assured that 
these manifold imperfections in us shall be no hindrance 
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at all against us, to cause Him not to accept us as 
worthy to come to His spiritual Table. For the end 
of our coming is not to make protestation that we are 
upright and just in our lives; but contrariwise, we 


come to seek our life and perfection in Jesus Christ. 


Let us consider, then, that this Sacrament is a 
singular medicine for all poor sick creatures, a 
comfortable help to weak souls, and that our Lord 
requireth no other worthiness on our part but that we 
unfeignedly acknowledge our imperfection. Then to 
the end that we may be worthy partakers of His merits 
and most comfortable benefits, which is the true eating 
of His flesh and drinking of His blood, let us not 
suffer our minds to wander about the consideration of 
these earthly and corruptible things (which we see 
present to our eyes and feel with our hands) to seek 
Christ bodily present in them, as if He were enclesed 
in the bread and wine, or as if these elements were 
changed into the substance of His flesh and blood. 
For the only way to dispose our souls to receive 
nourishment, relief, and quickening of His substance, is 
to lift up our minds by faith above all things worldly 
and sensible, and thereby to enter into heaven that we 
may find and receive Christ, where He dwelleth 
undoubtedly, very God and very Man, in the incom- 
prehensible glory of His Father; to whom be all 
praise, honour, and glory, now and ever. Amen. 


[ Or, the Minister may use the form of exhortation, or the 
passages from Scriplure, given in the Appendix, p. 128.] 


The Communion Hymn shall then be sung, during the 
singing of which the Minister shall come down from the 
pulpit to the Communion Table, and the elements shall be 
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brought tn by the Elders, or, of already on the Table, shall 
be uncovered, 


The Minister shall then say -— 


The Lord Jesus, the same night in which He was 
betrayed, took bread, and when He had given thanks, 
He brake it. Let us, following His example, give thanks. 


We praise Thee, O God, we acknowledge Thee to be 
the Lord. We thank Thee for all Thy mercies to us 
and to all mankind, and above all for the sovereignty of 
Thy grace, which thou hast brought near us in Jesus 
Christ our Lord. We bless Thee this day, that when 
through disobedience we had fallen from Thee, Thou 
didst not leave us to ourselves; Thou didst come for 
our salvation, and Thou hast given us the blessed hope 
of everlasting life through Jesus Christ our Lord. We 
bless Thee for His incarnation, for His life in this 
world, for His sufferings and death for men, for His 
rising again from the dead, for His ascension and His 
everlasting reign. 

We beseech Thee, O God, to inspire us with a fuller 
sense of our great debt to Thy dear Son, both for this 
present life and for the life to come, that with grateful 
hearts we may take the cup of salvation and call on 
Thy holy Name. Grant us, we beseech Thee, grace so 
to realise the presence of Jesus Christ that we may be 
enabled to put our finger into the print of the nails, and 
our hand into his side, and to be not faithless but 
believing. Shed abroad Thy love in our hearts, that, 
like the disciple Jesus loved, we may lean upon His 
breast at supper, and speak to Him as a man speaketh 
unto his friend.

120 ADMINISTRATION OF THE SACRAMENTS 


Bless and sanctify with thy Word and Spirit these 
thy gifts now set before us, and grant that we may 
become partakers of the body and the blood of Jesus, 
with all His benefits, to our spiritual nourishment and 
growth in grace; through Jesus Christ our Lord we 
ask it. 

And now with Angels and Archangels, and with all 
the company of heaven, we laud and magnify Thy 
glorious Name, evermore praising Thee, and saying: 
Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of Hosts, Heaven and 
Earth are full of Thy glory. Glory be to Thee, O Lord 
Most High. Amen. 


The Minister shall then take the Bread and break tt, 
and shall give it to the Elders, saying :— 


Take eat, this is My body which is broken for you. 
This do in remembrance of Me. 


After a pause, he shall take the Cup, and shall give tt to 
the Elders, saying :-— 


This cup is the new covenant in My blood. This 
do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of Me. 
For as often as ye eat this bread and drink this cup, ye 
do shew the Lord’s death till He come. 


The Elders shall then give the elements to the Congrega- 
tion, silence being maintained till all have been served. 


Thereafter, when the Elders have returned with the 
elements and have placed them again on the Table, the 
Minister may give a brief address, and may engage in 
prayer in such words as these :-— 


O God, our Heavenly Father, from whom cometh 
down every good and perfect gift, we give Thee thanks 
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for all the blessings we have this day received at the 
Table of the Lord. Having received Christ Jesus 
afresh as our Lord and Saviour, may we be empowered 
to walk in Him: may we be rooted and built u 
Him and established in the faith as we have been 
taught, abounding therein with all thanksgiving. Make 
Thy grace sufficient for us day by day. Teach us to 
fight the good fight of faith, to the which we have been 
this day called afresh, and have poked a god 
profession before many witnesses. 

Remember graciously, O Lord, all those with whom 
we are one this day in the body of Christ, the multi- 
tudes of every name who are joined with us in the one 








household of the faith, and our brethren in Christ |. 


throughout the world. Rejoicing this day in the 
communion of saints, we bless Thy holy Name for all 
Thy servants who, having accomplished their warfare, are 
at rest with Thee. We rejoice to believe that we are still 
one with them in the same holy fellowship. We pray 
Thee to enable us to follow their faith and good ex- 
ample, that we with them may finally be partakers of 
Thy heavenly kingdom at the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ with all His saints. Hear us, O Heavenly 
Father, for Jesus’ sake, to whom with Thee and the 
Holy Ghost be glory for ever and ever. Amen. 


A suitable Psalm or Hymn shall then be sung, and 
thereafter the Minister shall pronounce the Benedic- 
tion -— 

Now the God of peace, that brought again from 
the dead our Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of the 
sheep, through the blood of the everlasting covenant, 
make you perfect in every good work to do His will, 
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working in you that which is well-pleasing in His sight, 
through Jesus Christ, to whom be glory for ever and ever. 

The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of 
God, and the communion of the Holy Ghost, be with 
you all. Amen. 


ILA: 


The Congregation being assembled, the Minister may 
begin the service by reciting some suitable sentences of 
Holy Scripture (see p. 16). 


Then may be sung an introductory Psalm or Hymn. 


Thereafter the Minister shall offer a Prayer for 
Grace and Preparation, or he may use this Prayer 
Jrom Floly Scripture :-— 


We bow our knees unto the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, of whom the whole family in heaven 
and earth is named, that He would grant us, according 
to the riches of His glory, to be strengthened with 
might by His Spirit in the inner man: that Christ 
may dwell in our hearts by faith: that we, being 
rooted and grounded in love, may be able to com: 
prehend with all saints what is the breadth and length, 
and depth and height, and to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge, that we might be filled with 

\ all the fulness of God. 

Now unto Him that is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or think, according 
to the power that worketh in us, unto Him be glory 
in the Church by Christ Jesus, throughout all ages, 
world without end. Amen. 

Our Father which art in heaven, Hallowed be 
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Thy Name. Thy Kingdom come. Thy will-be done 
in earth, as it is in heaven.

After the same 
manner also He took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying: This cup is the new covenant in My blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of 
Me. ‘ 

A Communion Hymn shall then be sung, and the 
Elders shall uncover the elements. 


The Minister shall then say :-— 


The Lord Jesus, the same night in which He was 
betrayed, took bread and blessed it, giving thanks, 
Let us do likewise in His name. 


God of all grace, we thank Thee that at this Holy 
Table Jesus Christ is before our eyes set forth crucified 
—wounded for our transgressions, and bruised for our 
iniquities; and we praise Thee that in this bread 
which we break we have the communion of His broken 
body. 

Impart to us, we beseech Thee, a true and living 

faith, that, as we partake of this sacramental food, 
/we may spiritually-eat of the true Bread which came 
Ronen heaven. May we have such fellowship 
\ with our Redeemer in this holy act that His words 
shall be to us spirit and life, and He Himself a full 
satisfaction to our souls’ desires, 

O Thou King of saints, bless the provision of Zion 
to every communicant: and grant that we, being 
nourished in our souls with the benefits of the new 
covenant, shall go from strength to strength, until, 
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having finished our course, and become meet for the . 


inheritance of the saints in light, we shall, with all 
the blessed, eat of the hidden manna in our Father’s 
kingdom. 

This we ask in the name of Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 


The Minister shall then say :— 


The Lord Jesus Christ brake the Bread (here the 
Minister shall break the Bread), and gave it to His 
disciples, as I, ministering in His name, give it unto 
you (here he shall give the Bread to the Elders), saying, 
Take, eat: this is My body, which is broken for you: 
this do in remembrance of Me. 


The Minister and the Elders having partaken of the 
Bread, it shall be distributed among the communicants. 
After all have partaken, the Minister shall take the 
Cup in his hand, and say :-— 

The Lord Jesus after the same manner took the 
Cup, and blessed it, giving thanks. Let us do likewise 
in His name. 


What shall we render unto the Lord for all His 
benefits towards us? We will take the cup of salvation, 
and call upon the Name of the Lord. 

Most merciful God, we have been far off from Thee, 
but in the blood of Jesus Christ Thou hast made us 
nigh, We have been burdened with the guilt of sin, 
and polluted with its defilement, but Thou hast 
provided remission and cleansing. We have been 
dead in trespasses and sins, but Thou hast quickened our 
souls to life divine. Therefore, as we receive now the 
symbol of that precious blood through which Thou 
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hast wrought such great things for us, we call upon 
our souls, and all that is within us, to bless Thy Holy 
Name. 

Be pleased, O God most merciful, to grant that this 
fruit of the vine, in which we have the communion of 
the blood of Christ, may truly be to each of us a cup 
of blessing. And being filled thereby with the joy of 
the Lord, which is our strength, may we press on with 
faith and patience to inherit the promises, till we come 
to that better country in which we shall thirst no more, 
but the Lamb Himself shall lead us unto living 
fountains of water, 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, and to the 
Holy Ghost, as it was in the beginning, is now, and ever 
shall be, world without end. Amen. 


Then shall the Minister say :-— 


The Lord Jesus gave the Cup to the disciples as I, 
ministering in His name, give it unto you (ere the 
Minister shall give the Cup to the Elders), saying, This 
Cup is the new covenant in My blood: this do ye, as 
oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of Me. 


When all the communicants have partaken, and the 
Lilders have resumed their places at the Table, the 
Minister shall say :-— 


As often as ye eat this Bread, and drink this Cup, 
ye do shew the Lord’s death till He come. 

And now, brethren, it is most meet and right that we 
should praise the Lord for His goodness to us at His 
Holy Table: therefore let us together lift up our hearts 
unto Him in a song of thanksgiving. 


Thereupon shall be sung a Psalm or Hymn, such as 
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Psalm Ci. 1, 5; Paraphrase xiv, 1, 2; xv. 5-7; 
Lymn 218 or 631 ; or The Sanctus. 


Praise being ended, appropriate exhortations may be 
addressed to the communicants touching the duties which 
devolve upon them as the Lord’s people and the recipients 
of so great benefits ; after which a Prayer of Self-dedica- 
tion and Intercession shall be offered as follows :-— 


Almighty God, our Father and Redeemer, who hast 
purchased us to be Thine own, not with corruptible 
things as silver and gold, but with the precious blood of 
Christ, we yield ourselves afresh to Thee in the bonds 
of a holy covenant, and anew consecrate our service 
unto the Lord. Accept, we beseech Thee, this our vow. 
Confirm it upon our consciences by the seal of Thy Holy 
Spirit: and so constrain us by the love of Christ 
that by lives of holiness and zeal and charity we may 
evermore shew forth Thy praise. 

We pray Thee for a blessing upon our brethren who | 
have been absent from the sacred feast. Be pleased so 
to quicken their love and deepen their desire after Thee, 
that they too shall see Thy power and glory as we have 
seen it in the sanctuary. Fulfil in them all the good 
pleasure of Thy goodness, and the work of faith with 
power ; comfort their hearts, and stablish them in every 
good word and work. 

Visit, we beseech Thee, with Thy divine favour all 
who love the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. Let Thy 
manifold grace be so ministered unto them that they 
shall be perfect and entire, wanting nothing. O Lord, 
save Thy people, bless Thine inheritance: feed her 
also, and lift them up for ever. 

This day, O God of our fathers, we praise Thy Name 
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for all Thy saints departed in the faith, who now in 
felicity rest with Thee. We bless Thee for our fellow- 
ship with them in Christ, and for the sure hope of a 
joyful reunion in the day of the resurrection of the 
just. And, seeing we are compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, may we so run with patience the 
race which is set before us, that, when Christ shall come 
again to gather unto Himself the full number of His 
elect, we too shall receive an abundant entrance into 
Thine everlasting kingdom. 

Now unto Him that is able to keep us from falling, 
and to present us faultless before the presence of His 
glory with exceeding joy, to the only wise God our 
Saviour, be glory and majesty, dominion and power, both 
now and ever. Amen. 


A concluding Psalm or Hymn shall then be sung, such 
as Paraphrase \x. or Hymn 306, vers. 2, 3; after which 
the Minister shall pronounce the Benediction :-— 

The peace of God, which passeth all understanding, 
keep your hearts and minds in the knowledge and love 
of God, and of His Son Jesus Christ our Lord : and the 
blessing of God Almighty, the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, be amongst you, and remain with you 
always. Amen. 


APPENDIX. 


Instead of the Exhortation from the Book of Common 
Order, the Minister may make use of the JSollowing :-— 


Dear Brethren, it is meet that those who purpose 
to come to the Lord’s Table should consider the mean- 
ing and ends of this Sacrament, wherein Christ and all 
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the benefits of the new covenant are set forth and 
sealed to believers, and the great necessity of having 
our comfort and strength renewed thereby in this our 
pilgrimage and warfare. And as the benefit is great, if 
we come to this Table with knowledge, faith and 
repentance, love and purpose of new obedience, and | / 
with souls hungering and thirsting after Christ; so also 
is the danger great if we eat and drink unworthily. 

Therefore in the name of Christ I do, on the one 
part, warn all such as are scandalous and profane, or that 
live in any sin against their conscience, that they presume 
not to come to this Holy Table, inasmuch as he that 
eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh 
judgment to himself. But, on the other part, I do in 
an especial manner invite and encourage all who labour 
under a sense of the burden and defilement of their sins, 
and who desire to reach out unto a greater progress in 
grace than they have yet attained unto, to come to the 
Lord’s Table, assuring them in His name of welcome, 
and of refreshment and strength to their weak and 
wearied souls. 


Or, the Minister may read instead the following 
passages from Scripture :— 

And God spake all these words, saying : 

I am the Lord Thy God, which have brought Thee 
out of the land of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 

Thou shalt have no other gods before me. 

‘Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image. 

Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy God 
in vain. 

Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy. 

Honour thy father and thy mother.

SERVICES ON SPECIAL OCCASIONS. 





ADMISSION OF BAPTISED PERSONS TO 
THE FULL COMMUNION OF THE CHURCH. 


PREPARATION. 


Ir is of great importance that much care be given to 
the preparation of candidates for the Communion. A 
class should be formed by the Minister at which instruc- 
tion may be given on such subjects as the following :— 

The Sacrament of Baptism—its meaning and 
benefits ; why infants are baptised; the place 
of such in the Church; and the relation of 
Baptism to the Lord’s Supper. 

Faith and Repentance—how they make Baptism 
a blessing and unite us to the Lord Jesus 
Christ ; the work of the Holy Spirit and of 
ourselves in this; conversion; the need of 
decision, etc. 

The Christian Faith—as expressed in the Apostles’ 
Creed, the Nicene Creed, or the Catechisms of 
the Church. 

The Christian Character—as exhibited in the 
Ten Commandments, our Lord’s teaching, and 
the Epistles of the New Testament. 

The Inner Life—prayer; self-discipline; the 
culture of spiritual habit and disposition, etc. 

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper—its institu- 
tion, meaning, privileges, responsibilities ; in 
particular it is desirable that careful instruc- 
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tion be given concerning the order of the 
Sacrament, the forms of worship involved in 
it, and the significance of the elements and 
acts employed. It may relieve troubled souls 
and be profitable to all, to expound the 
Apostle Paul’s comment in 1 Cor. xi, 26, etc., 
and the Larger Catechism, Question 172. 

At the closing meeting of the class it will be found 
helpful that the Minister should suggest suitable exer- 
cises before, at, and after Communion. 

The names of candidates should be made known to 
the elders of the several districts in which they reside, 
and the Kirk-Session, being satisfied of their fitness to 
receive the full privileges of the Church, a service for 
their admission should be publicly intimated and held, 
the Elders being present with the Minister. 


SERVICE OF ADMISSION. 


The Minister shall begin the Service by reciting one or 
more of the following Sentences of Scripture :-— 

Take My yoke upon you, and learn of Me; for I am 
meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. For My yoke is easy, and My burden is 
light. 

I am the good Shepherd, and know My sheep, and 
am known of Mine. My sheep hear My voice, and I 
know them, and they follow Me. 

If ye love Me, keep My commandments. 

Whosoever shall do the will of My Father which is in 
heaven, the same is My brother, and sister, and mother, 

Ye are My friends, if ye do whatsoever I command 
you. 
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Thereafter the Minister shall address the Congregation 
as follows :— 

Dearly beloved: The Lord Jesus Christ, after His 
resurrection, gave commandment to His Apostles and 
the brethren assembled with them, that His disciples 
should be baptised into the Name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. He also, after His 
ascension, and the outpouring of the Holy Ghost, united 
the multitude of believers into a sacred fellowship for 
the perfecting of holiness, for the conversion of the 
world, and for God’s eternal glory. They were pledged 
accordingly to maintain the ordinances of Christian 
doctrine and worship, and the fellowship of believers 
from one generation to another. 

In His Name, therefore, we are here assembled that 
we may publicly receive into the brotherhood of Christ’s 
disciples those persons whom the Session of this Con- 
gregation have accounted worthy to be admitted into 
fullcommunion. Their names are— 


(Here shall be read the names of the Candidates, who 
are to stand up one by one as they are called.) 


The Minister shall then put to them the following 
questions, or at least Vos. 4, 5, and 6, which in ordinary 
circumstances may be sufficient :— 


1. Do you accept the Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments as the Word of God and the supreme rule 
of faith and practice ? 

2. Do you believe in one God—the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost ? 

3. Do you acknowledge yourselves to be sinners, and 
therefore in need of salvation, and do you believe that 
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you can be saved only by the grace of God, the redeem- 
ing work of Christ, and the regenerating and sanctifying 
power of the Holy Ghost? 

4. Do you believe in Jesus Christ as the only 
Redeemer of men? Do you accept and trust Him as 
your Saviour, own Him as your Lord, and engage, in 
dependence on the promised help of His Spirit, to obey 
His commands and follow His example? 

5. Do you accept the views of truth and duty held by 
this Church, and the principles on which its constitution 
and order are founded ? 

6. Do you promise to submit to the Session of this 
Congregation, and to the higher Courts of this Church, 
as being over you in the Lord, to observe the ordinances 
of God, to contribute according to your ability towards 
the support of the Gospel and its extension both at 
home and abroad; and will you study to promote the 
welfare of this Congregation, and seek by a holy life to 
adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour ? 


The Candidates having given assent to each of these 
questions, the Minister shall offer prayer as follows :— 

O merciful Saviour, who not only didst die for us, but 
also dost give Thyself to be our spiritual food and sus- 
tenance, we pray Thee to look down in mercy upon 
these Thy servants_who humbly desire to be admitted 
to Thy holy Feast. Thou hast said that Thou wilt not 
cast out any that truly come unto Thee. Accept Thy 
servants, therefore, we beseech “Thee, O blessed Jesus, 
for Thine own merit’s sake. Make them partakers of 
_ Thy priceless sacrifice. Feed them with the Bread of 
Life which cometh down from heaven. Cleanse them 
in the fountain of Thy blood. Receive them into the 
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fellowship of Thy saints. Make Thyself known to 
them in the breaking of bread. O most gracious 
Saviour, set apart for Thyself these Thy servants in god- 
liness ; and let them never more be separated from Thee 
in this world or in the world to come. And to Thy 
Name shall be all the glory both now and for ever. 
Amen. 


After prayer the Minister shall say to the Candidates :— 


In view of the profession and promises which you 
have now made; we, in the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, welcome you into the fellowship of His Church ; 
and we pray our God and Father to defend you with 
His heavenly grace, that ye may be His for ever; that 
through His Holy Spirit ye may daily increase in the 
knowledge and love of our Lord Jesus Christ, until ye 
come into His heavenly kingdom. 

The Lord bless you, and keep you: the Lord make 
His face shine upon you, and be gracious unto you: the 
Lord lift up His countenance upon you, and give you 
peace. 


The Congregation may then sing the same words of 
blessing (Hymn 649), or Psalm cxxiv. 7, after which the 
Minister shall say :-— 

In token that you have been admitted to full com- 
munion with the Church, we now give to you the right 
hand of fellowship. 


Thereafter, addressing the Congregation, the Minister 
shall say :—: 

Forasmuch as these have now been received into the 
fellowship of this Congregation, we commend them to 
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your Christian regard as one with us in the Lord; and 
we exhort you to remember what our Lord Jesus Christ 
saith: A new commandment I give unto you, that ye 
love one another ; as I have loved you, that ye also love 
one another. By this shall all men know that ye are 
My disciples, if ye have love one to another. 


The Minister shall then shortly address those who have 
been received into full communion on some suitable subject, 
such as one of the following :—Their relation to Christ as 
the Head of the Church; their relation to the Church 
Catholic; their relation to their own Church; their 
relation to their Congregation; special features of the 
Christian life ; special graces of the Christian character ; 
liberality; temptation, the call to Service. The address 
may conclude with such texts as the following; or these 
passages may take the place of an address; in which case 
they may be prefaced with these words :— 

Dearly beloved: Hear now the Word of God touching 
the privileges and duties of this estate into which you 
have been admitted. 


, Ye have avouched the Lord this day to be your God, 
ood to walk in His ways, and to keep His statutes and 
His commandments and His judgments, and to hearken 
unto His voice: and the Lord hath avouched you this 
day to be His peculiar people. 

Now, therefore, ye are no more strangers and 
| foreigners, but fellow-citizens with the saints, and of the 
_ household of God ; and are built upon the foundation 

of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ Himself being 
the chief corner-stone; in whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God through the Spirit. 
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The foundation of God standeth sure, having this 
seal, The Lord knoweth them that are His; and, Let 
every one that nameth the name of Christ depart from 
iniquity. 

If we walk in the light, as He is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another; and the blood of Jesus 
Christ His Son cleanseth us from all sin. 

Jesus said: If any man will come after Me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross daily, and follow 
Me. For whosoever will save his life shall lose it; but 
whosoever will lose his life for My sake, the same shall 
save it. 

I am the Vine, ye are the branches: he that abideth 
in Me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth much 
fruit ; for without Me ye can do nothing. 

To him that overcometh will I give to sit with Me in 
My throne, even as I also overcame, and am set down 
with My Father in His throne. 

The very God of peace sanctify you wholly, and I 
pray God your whole spirit and soul and body be pre- 
served blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


The following, or a like prayer, shall then be offered :— 


Almighty God, the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
we entreat Thee to bestow Thy grace upon Thy servants 
who have this day made solemn profession of their faith 
before Thee. Deepen in their hearts the holy impres- 
sions of this hour. Continually renew and strengthen 
their desire and purpose, that they may reverently take 
into their hands the memorials of their Lord’s death, 
and being greatly strengthened thereby may run with 
patience the race set before them, looking unto Jesus.

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Do Thou make them to be helpers of one another’s 


| joy and victory over evil. Alike in their hours of sacra- 


mental fellowship and of active service in the world, fill 


{j their hearts with the peace which the world cannot take

| away. Stablish, strengthen, ‘and settle them ; and when 


they have served their generation by the mal of God, do 
Thou receive them into the joy of their Lord. 

Now unto Him that is able to do exceeding abund- 
antly above all that we ask or think, according to the 
power which worketh in us, unto Him be glory in the 
Church by Christ Jesus, throughout all ages, world 
without end. Amen. 


A suttable Psalm or Hymn shall then be sung, after 
which shall follow the Benediction :-— 

The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of 
God, and the communion of the Holy Ghost, be with 
you all, Amen. 


CELEBRATION OF MARRIAGE. 


Ir was the ancient custom of the Scottish Church to 
celebrate Marriage ‘in the place appointed by authority 
for public worship,” and wherever that is possible it is 
seemly and desirable to follow this practice. But 
whether the Marriage Service be held in the church 
or elsewhere, it is of great importance that it be con- 
ducted with due solemnity and decorum. 

The law of the land requires that before proceeding 
to the celebration of Marriage the officiating minister 
must have evidence produced to him in a Registrar’s 
or Session-clerk’s certificate that Notice of Marriage has 
been duly given in the Registrar’s office or the Parish 
Church. 
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Voluntary, Introit, or Hymn. 
. Sentences of Scripture. 
. Proclamation. 
Address. 
Prayer. 
. The Vows. 
Placing of the Ring. 
Declaration of Marriage. 
g. The Blessing (Minister and Congregation). 
to. Prayer. 
11. Anthem by the Choir. 
12. Address. 
13. Psalm or Hymn. 
14. The Benediction.

The Service may begin with a voluntary, an introit sung 
by the choir, or a psalm or hymn by the Congregation, 
during which the Bride enters the church and takes her 
place at the left hand of the Bridegroom. 

The parties being present, the Minister may recite some 
sentences of Scripture, such as— 


Except the Lord build the house, they labour in vain 
that build it: except the Lord keep the city, the watch- 
man waketh but in vain. 

Happy is he that hath the God of Jacob for his help, 
whose hope is in the Lord his God. 
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The Lord God said, It is not good that the man 
should be alone: I will make him an help meet for 
him. And He brought the woman unto the man, 

Jesus said, For this cause shall a man leave his father 
and mother, and cleave to his wife; and they twain 
shall be one flesh. 

Whoso findeth a wife findeth a good thing, and 
obtaineth favour of the Lord. 


The Minister shall then address the parties after this 
manner :— 

Beloved, Marriage is a divine ordinance, instituted 
for the glory of God and the welfare of man. It 
had its beginning in the holy life of Eden; our Lord 
Jesus Christ has expressly set upon it the seal of His 
recognition; and His apostle, speaking by the Spirit, 
has declared it to be honourable in all. Wherever, 
therefore, Marriage is entered upon in the right spirit 
and maintained in Christian love and loyalty, the 
blessing of the Three-One God is secured to it by 
many gracious promises. 

Into this holy and honourable estate you 
and now desire to enter; and here before 
: God and these witnesses you do solemnly profess that 
you know of no cause why you may not lawfully be 
joined together as Husband and Wife: Do you not? 














The parties having given their assent, the Minister shall 
then say to the Congregation :— 

Dear Brethren, we are here assembled in the sight 
of God to join together this man and this woman, 
according to the ordinance of God and the laws of 
this realm. Therefore, if any person can shew just 
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cause why they may not lawfully be married, let him 
forthwith declare it, or else hereafter for ever hold his 
peace. 


LVo impediment being confessed or alleged, and all 
devoutly kneeling, the Minister shall say, Let us pray. 


Almighty God, our heavenly Father, we thank Thee 
for the institution of Marriage, and we pray that Thou 
wilt abundantly bless these Thy servants who are about 
to enter its holy bond according to Thine ordinance. 

As Thou hast brought them together in Thy pro- 
vidence, graciously sanctify them by Thy Spirit; and 
let Thy presence, which is the happiness of every 
condition, sweeten and consecrate their union. 

Be pleased to give them a sincere heart as they 
make their vows before Thee; and grant that they, 
being united to each other in the Marriage covenant, 
may also together be united to Thee in that heavenly 
covenant which is ordered in all things and. sure: 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


At the administering of the Vows the Congregation should 
stand. To the Bridegroom and Bride the Minister shall 
Say -— 

In token of the covenant which you are now about 
to make, take each other by the right hand. 


To the Bridegroom the Minister shall say :— 


Do you, ——, take -——— to be your 
wedded Wife, and do you promise, in presence of God 
and these witnesses, that you will be to her a loving 
and faithful Husband, until death shall you part ? 

(Answer) I do. 
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To the Bride the Minister shall say :-— 


, take to be your 

wedded Husband, and do you promise, in presence of 

God and these witnesses, that you will be to him a 

loving and faithful Wife, until death shall you part ? 
(Answer) I do. 

(7f preferred, the Vows may be made as a direct state- 
ment by the parties in the first person, the Bridegroom 
and Bride respectively repeating the words after the 
Minister :— 

ZL , take thee, , to be my wedded 
Wife (Husband), and I promise, etc., etc.) 














Do you, 














Where a ring ts used, the Minister shall now give tt to 
the Bridegroom, who shall place tt upon the third finger of 
the Bride’s left hand, the Minister saying :— 


As a pledge of your marriage vows and of your 
mutual purpose to be faithful unto death, this Ring is 
given and received. 


The Declaration of Marriage shall then be made as 
Jollows :— 

Forasmuch as ye have covenanted together in wed- 
lock, and have confirmed the same before God and these 
witnesses, I do now in the name of the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost, declare you to be Husband and 
Wife. : 

What therefore God hath joined together, let not man 
put asunder. 


The Declaration of Marriage shall be concluded with 
these words of Blessing :— 


The Lord bless you, and keep you: the Lord make 
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His face shine upon you, and be gracious unto you: 
the Lord lift up His countenance upon you, and give 
you peace. 


(The Congregation may respond by singing such words as 
Psalm Cxxi. 7— 


The Lord shall keep thy soul, He shall 
Preserve thee from all ill. 
Henceforth thy going out and in 
God keep for ever will.) 


After this Prayer shall be offered :— 


Most gracious and merciful God, who keepest cove- 
nant with them that love Thee and keep Thy command- 
ments, hear Thou in heaven the vow which Thy servants 
have now vowed before Thee on earth, and grant unto 
them Thy heavenly grace, that with all fidelity and 
affection they may keep the same. Be pleased to 
encompass them now and evermore with Thine ever- 
lasting arms. Lead them by the angel of Thy presence, 
and strengthen them by Thy grace. 

Father of mercies, and Fountain of all true love and 
friendship, make this union holy, blissful and lasting. 
Amid all the changes of their earthly lot, do Thou guide, 
succour and sustain Thy servants. In time of prosperity 
suffer them not to forget Thee, and in the day of adver- 
sity be Thou their Refuge and Strength. Bless them in 
their home, in their persons, and in all the work of their 
hands. Crown their lives with Thy goodness. Above 
all, enrich their souls with Thy heavenly favour, that, 
living together as heirs of the grace of life, they may 
adorn the doctrine of God their Saviour in all things ; 
and when they have fully served their generation may 
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‘they be received into the presence of Thy glory, and be 
numbered with the blessed who are called to the 
matriage supper of the Lamb. 

Our Father which art in heaven, etc. 


Flere may be sung an Anthem by the Choir. 


The following, or other suitable Scriptures, shall here be 
read :— 

Beloved, as they who marry are to marry in the Lord, 
hearken to the words of Holy Scripture touching the 
duties of this holy relationship into which you have 
entered. 


Thus saith the Lord unto Husbands :— 

Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also loved 
the Church, and gave Himself for it. So ought men to 
love their wives, even as their own bodies. 

Likewise, ye Husbands, dwell with them according to 
knowledge, giving honour unto the Wife as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs together of the grace 
of life; that your prayers be not hindered. 


Thus saith the Lord unto Wives :— 

Let the Wife see that she reverence her Husband. 

Likewise, ye Wives, be in subjection to your own 
Husbands; that if any obey not the Word, they also 
may without the Word be won by the conversation of 
the Wives; while they behold your chaste conversation 
coupled with fear. Whose adorning let it be the orna- 
ment of a meek and quiet spirit, which is in the sight 
of God of great price.

ORDINATION AND I[NDUCTI ON OF

the Court, along with the Minister-elect, and Presbyters 
from other Churches who may be present, enter the 
church in order, and take their places in front of the 
pulpit. Public worship is conducted by the Minister 
who has been appointed for the purpose; while the 
ordination or induction should be entrusted to another 
Minister, also appointed by the Presbytery, who will 
naturally be one of the more experienced members of 
the Court. 

In the act of ordination the Minister-elect shall 
kneel, while the presiding Minister, by prayer and the 
laying on of hands, ordains him, solemnly setting him 
apart to office in the name of Christ and by the 
authority of the Church, and invoking on him the gift 
of the Holy Spirit.

2. Do you sincerely own and receive as in accord- 
ance with Holy Scripture the system of evangelical truth 
taught in this Church, and set forth in the Westminster 
Shorter Catechism ? 

3. Do you approve of the Presbyterian government 
and discipline of this Church; and are you persuaded 
that the civil magistrate has no jurisdiction or authorita- 
tive control over the regulation of the affairs of Christ’s 
Church ? 

4. Do you accept of your call to the office of Deacon 
in this congregation, and promise, through grace, faith- 
fully, diligently, and cheerfully to discharge all the 
duties thereof?

He shall then exhort the Congregation to receive the newly 
ordained Office-bearers, as Christ also received us to 
the glory of God ; to aid and encourage them in all 
thetr labours ; and to submit to their authority as over 
them in the Lord. 

The E-xhortations being ended, Prayer shall follow. 

A suitable Psalm or a Hymn, such as No. 248 or 448, 
shall then be sung, after which shall follow the 
Benediction :— 

The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of 

God, and the communion of the Holy Ghost, be with 

you all. Amen. 





LICENSING OF PROBATIONERS. 


AFTER the Presbytery has completed and sustained the 
“trials” of the students, it is well that a special public 
Service be held for the purpose of licensing them as 
preachers of the Gospel. This is specially appropriate 
in towns, and in cases where more than one are to 
receive licence at the same time. 

The Presbytery should appoint two or more ministers 
to conduct the Service. In order to secure reverence 
and decorum, arrangements should be made whereby 
the members of Presbytery and the candidates are 
conveniently seated, so that the Formula may be 
signed and the right hand of fellowship given without 
confusion.

After Praise (No. 5) a brief narrative of the proceed- 
ings of the Presbytery, with the names of the Candidates, 
shall be read from the pulpit by the Minister appointed. 


The following Questions shall then be put :-— 
Preamble (to be publicly read when the Questions are put). 


It is hereby declared, that the following Questions 
are put in view of Act 1647 approving of the Confession 
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of Faith; Act XII. 1846 of the Free Church of Scot- 
land; Declaratory Act 1879 of the United Presbyterian 
Church; and Act XII. 1892, with relative Act of 1894, 
of the Free Church; and that Probationers are entitled 
to take advantage of any of these Acts. 

It is hereby also declared, that the documents referred 
to in Question No. 4, and there named for brevity the 
Claim of Right of 1842, the Protest of 1843, and the 
Basis of Union of 1847, are respectively the “Claim, 
Declaration, and Protest adopted by the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland in 1842,” and the 
“Protest of Ministers and Elders, Commissioners from 
Presbyteries to the General Assembly, read in presence 
of the Royal Commissioner, on 18th May 1843,” and 
the “Basis of Union adopted by the Synod of the 
United Presbyterian Church on 13th May 1847.” 


1. Do you believe the Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments to be the Word of God, and the only rule 
of faith and life ? 

2. Do you sincerely own and believe the doctrine of 
this Church, set forth in the Confession of Faith 
approven by Acts of General Synods and Assemblies ; 
do you acknowledge the said doctrine as expressing the 
sense in which you understand the Holy Scriptures ; 
and will you constantly maintain and defend the same, 
and the purity of worship in accordance therewith ? 

3. Do you disown all Popish, Arian, Socinian, Armin- 
ian, Erastian, and other doctrines, tenets, and opinions 
whatsoever, contrary to and inconsistent with the said 
doctrine of this Church P 

4. Do you believe that the Lord Jesus Christ, as 
King and Head of the Church, has therein appointed 
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a government in the hands of church-officers, distinct 
from, and not subordinate in its own province to, civil 
government, and that the civil magistrate does not 
possess jurisdiction or authoritative control over the 
regulation of the affairs of Christ’s Church ; and do you 
approve of the general principles with respect to the 
spirituality and freedom of the Church of Christ, and 
her subjection to Him as her only Head, and to His 
Word as her only standard, embodied in the Claim of 
Right of 1842, the Protest of 1843, and the Basis of 
Union of 1847, as principles which are sanctioned by 
the Word of God and the subordinate standards of this 
Church ? 

5. Do you acknowledge the Presbyterian government 
and discipline, as authorised in this Church, to be 
founded on, and agreeable to, the Word of God; do 
you promise to maintain, and submit to, the said 
government and discipline; and, while cherishing a 
spirit of brotherhood towards all the faithful followers of 
Christ, do you engage to seek the purity, edification, 
peace, and extension of this Church ? 

6. Are not zeal for the glory of God, love to the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and desire of saving souls, and not worldly 
designs or interest, so far as you know your own heart, 
your great motives and chief inducements for desiring to 
enter into the office of the holy ministry ? 

7. Do you promise to be subject in the Lord to the 
several judicatories of this Church ? 

8. Do you engage, in the strength of the grace that 
is in Jesus Christ, our Lord and Master, to live a holy 
and circumspect life, and faithfully, diligently, and cheer- 
fully to discharge all the duties of a probationer for the 
office of the Ministry ? 
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g. And these things you profess and promise through 
grace, as you would give in your account with joy at the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, with all His saints, 
and have an entrance ministered to you abundantly into 
His everlasting kingdom ? 


The Formula shail then be signed; after which the 
Moderator, addressing the Candidates, shall say :— 


In the Name of the Lord Jesus Christ, the King 
and Head of the Church, and in the exercise of the 
authority with which He has invested its office-bearers, 
we, the Presbytery of , do now license 
you, A. B., to preach the Gospel of Christ, and to exer- 
cise your gifts as a probationer for the holy ministry in 
this Church; and we commend you to the grace of 
God in the discharge of all your duties as a preacher of 
the Gospel. 


The members of Presbytery shall thereupon give them 
the right hand of fellowship. 


Prayer shall then be offered in their behalf in such 
words as these :— 


O Lord God Almighty, Whose Name is Holy, we 
thank Thee for the unspeakable gift of Thy Son Jesus 
Christ, and for the Word of Truth by which He has 
been revealed to us as the Saviour. 

We praise Thee that in Him Thou hast called us 
into the holy fellowship of Thy people. We bless Thee 
for Thy love to the Church. Thou hast been her 
strength in weakness, her light in darkness, her defence 
in the day of evil, and the source of her patience, faith, 
and triumph in all ages. 

We thank Thee for the Gospel ministry, and for the 
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assurance which Thou hast given to all Thy faithful 
servants that, in their witnessing for Thee, Thou wilt be 
with them alway, even unto the end of the world. 

And now, O Lord, we beseech Thee, grant Thy pro- 
mised grace unto Thy servants whom now, in the name 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, we do solemnly set apart for 
the preaching of the Gospel. Endue them with the 
sevenfold gifts of the Holy Ghost. Enrich them with 
all knowledge and utterance. Fill them with the 
wisdom and the gentleness of Christ. Make them 
examples to believers in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in spirit, in faith and purity. Make them wise 
in winning souls. May they be guides to those who 
are in darkness, succourers of the oppressed, and helpers 
of the poor and needy. 

Bless all to whom they shall minister Thy truth ; may 
they be edified thereby, established in all holy con- 
versation and godliness, guided into manifold Christian 
labour, and kept by the power of God through faith 
unto salvation. 

Now unto Him that is able to do exceeding abun- 
dantly above all that we ask or think, unto Him be 
glory in the Church by Christ Jesus throughout all ages, 
world without end. Amen. 


A Psalm or Hymn shall then be sung, after which the 
Minister appointed for the duty shall address suitable 
exhortations to the Licentiates and to the Congregation. 


A Psalm or Hymn shall then be sung, after which shall 
follow the Benediction :— 

The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of 
God, and the communion of the Holy Ghost, be with 
you all. Amen. 
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Tuis Service should be attended by the Presbytery 
in its official capacity; and it is desirable that the 
various parts of the Service should be assigned to 
different ministers. It is fitting that the ministerial 
members of Presbytery should be robed as on the 
Lord’s Day. They ought to come into the Church in 
procession, following the Moderator and officiating 
Ministers, and take their seats together, along with the 
Presbytery Elders. 

Particular consideration should be given to the 
service of praise, so that it may be suited to the special 
circumstances of the occasion.
